Your requested routes will then be submitted
to the appropriate field staff representative for review and approval. Please be advised that our field
staff representatives may make suggestions for improvement or discuss alternatives to your route as
required and/or as they feel necessary for route approval. All route approvals start by submitting your
completed information to TPA-Assistance @flhsmv.gov.
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
